Council discuss fire départment insurance, parking

. Madoc Village Council 
discussed the fire depart- 
ment insurance coverage, 
as well as a parking area 
issue, during a council 
meeting last Tuesday. 

On the issue of insur- 
ance coverage, village 
Clerk-Treasurer-Adminis- 
trator Doug Parks investi- 
‘gated the cost savings of 
reducing the Worker’s 
Compensation 
(WCB) coverage, as well 
as Opting out of the current 
fire department insurance 
coverage. The savings from 
the actions would amount 
toa total of $832. Reducing 
the current WCB coverage 
from the current $40,000 to 
the minimum of $19,552 
coverage would save $366, 
while opting out of the vil- 
lage’s current insurance 
policy covering the fire de- 
partment would save $748. 

Council looked into the 
matter after Kip Cosgrove 
of Volunteer Firemen’s In- 
Surance Services Inc. 
(VFIS) made a presentation 
to council last month ask- 
ing them toconsider switch- 
ing coverage to better in- 
sure their fire department. 

The cost of a basic pack- 
age with VFIS would be 

$1140, while the most ex-

pensive package wouldcost 
2,956. 
Council agreed to have a 
meeting with the fire de- 
partment to discuss how the 
difference between the sav- 
ings and the cost of the in- 
surance coverage could be 
made up. Councillor Gord 
Crawford said the depart- 
ment might be able to find 
the difference in their 
budget. 

On the issue of the back 
parking lot at the fire hall, 


council discussed a letter 


received from Chief Roger 
Snider. The letter dated 
Nov. 25 stated that the de- 
partment had a concern 
about possible accidents 
with the parking area being 
used as a second driveway 
by an adjacent property 
owner. 

“All firefighters present 
at our last meeting, thought 
that this situation was unac- 
ceptable and since there is 
no siren to indicate when 
we are responding toa call, 
we would ask that council 
give the liability of the situ- 
ation their full considera- 
tion,” Snider said in the let- 
ter. 
Reeve Deline said thatin 
his minditis just a matter of 
“care and control” of vehi- 
cles driving into the lot. He 
added ‘that it was municipal

property and every taxpayer 
has the night to use it. 
Deline suggested achain 
could be strung across by 
the second firefighter to ar- 
rive at the fire hall. Coun- 
cillor Jim Bonter said that 
wouldn’tbe féasible and the 
department wouldn't do it. 
Deline then asked Bonter 
if there was ever an inci- 
dent of vehicles meeting in 
the laneway. Bonterreplicd, 


“nol in my experience”. 

Originally curbs had 
been put in place to_block 
off the laneway and Bonter 
asked who had removed 
them. Deline responded that 
he had the village crew re- 
move the two curbs. 

Snider also said in the 
letter that firefighters would 
no longer use the parking 
area because’ of the acci- 
dent liability concern. 


Council discusses 
zoning ideas

Madoc Council dis- 
cussed the idea of reducing 
the size requirement of resi- 
dential housing in the vil- 
lage as ‘a way to. provide 
more affordable housing to 
young couples and seniors. 

Madoc Reeve Tom 
Deline presented the idea 
during a regular council 
meeting held last Tuesday. 

Deline suggested that 
council could consider re- 
ducing the current size re- 
quirement down to 672 sq. 
ft., equal to 24 X 28 dwell- 
ing, with the stipulation that 
it must have a basement, 
but does not have to be fin- 


- ished right after construc- 


tion. He said he included:an 
unfinished basement as 4 
stipulation to allow for fu- 
ture expansion. Residential 
houses without basements 
would have to be at least 
930 sq. ft., Deline also sug- 
gested ‘the smaller homes 
could be restricted to 25 per 
cent of houses built on any 
street within the'village. 
This would allow either 
a young couple or seniors to 
purchase a liveable home 
for about $65,000, taking 
into account the lot cost of 
$15,000. to $20,000 and 
about $40,000 for construc- 
tion. He added he feels the

Though the actual fig-’ 
ures are not yet available 
the recent provincial budget 
cuts could change the struc- 
ture of municipal govem- 
ments as we now know tt 
according Madoc Village 
Reeve Tom Deline. 

In an interview, Deline 
said depending on how Min- 
ister for Municipal Affairs 
Al Leach administers the 
cuts will determine course 
of events. He said if Leach 
cuts transfers a little ata 
ume then the current grip- 
ping by municipal govern- 
ments will contunte, but if 
he is upfront and tells mu 
Nicipalitics that they wall 
have so long to work out a 
plan to amalgamate with 
neighboring municipalitics 
or the govemment will do tt 
themselves, then small mu- 
nicipal governments will be’ 
forever changed. 

If the cuts are brought 
down in one foul swoop, 
Deline said he didn’t think 
there was cnough money 
for two levels of govern- 
ment (county, municipal). 
He — suggested that 
Belleville, Trenton, south 


Sidney and south Thurlow 
Townships could amalga- 
mate, while the rest of the 
county could amalgamate 
into one big municipality. 

Deline said he felt that 
local politicians were 
“adult” cnough to redesign 
the municipal government 
level. 

The actual figures will 
probably be available in 
mid-December, Deline 
said. He added that he thinks 
to receive will be cut be- 
tween $40,000 to $45,000 
in transfer payments from 
the provincial government, 

Last Wednesday, Fi 
nance Minister Ernie Eves 
announced a47 percentcut 
to municipal transter pay 
ments Over the next (wo 
years. Support for munict 

«pal recyehng programs will 
be wiped out over the next 
two years, While funding to 
libraries wall be cut almost

Deline said he wasn’t 
“totally disappomnted” with 
the cuts, but he added he 
would like to be “more in 
the light” when it comes to 
the bottomline,

The only way Rock could. 


make our society a less dan- 
gerous place to live is. to 
declare a complete ban on 
all guns, arresting anyone 
in possession of a gun.

David Ferguson, the 
manager of Pubic Trans- 
portation for the Ontano 
Ministry of Transportation,

“Although funding was 
cut by 6.2 per cent in 1995,

He said that some 100 
host municipalities, em- 
bracing services for more 
than 200 municipalities, 
were now offering special 
ized transportation for those 
with special needs in the 
Province.

While discussing the 
Belleville model, Fry said 
that the United Way, along 
with four local service clubs 

and six churches pooled

their resources and came 
up with total contributions 
of $39,357.73. In a sum- 
mary of the first year of 
operation, the funds were 
paid as follows: heat/hydro/ 
gas - $47,349; appliances/ 
moving/repairs/miscellane- 
ous - $4,265; dental/glasses 
- $5,447; medications - 
$1,174; phone - $280; rent - 
$7,967; food - $3,176 fora 
total of $69,658. 

Fry said that the partici- 
pants in the Belleville model 
created a board of directors 
to control the fund. A set of 
volunteers answered calls 
from people wishing to ac- 
cess the funds. The board 
would approve access and 
thfemcontact the social serv- 
ices -department which 
would make the payment. 

Under the program, peo- 
ple in need can only utilize 
the fund once a year. The 
money provided to those in 
need is not given to the per- 
son, but goes directly to 
company or person owed. 

In Trenton, the service 
clubs have banded together 
to start a community trust 
fund. The clubs wanted to 
cut out duplicationof dona- 
tions and provide just one 
access point. The clubs al- 
located $4,000 to the fund 
which was turned into al- 
most $10,000 with provin-

Health unit campaign 
focuses.on pregnancy, 
sexually transmitted disease 


Peterborough Cty. - The Peterborough County-City 
Health Unit and family physicians are working together 
in a Campaign to promote dual protection against preg- 
nancy. and sexually transmitted disease (STD). 

During December, family doctors are providing “The 
Pill + A Condom” envelopes to clients for whom they 
prescribe birth control pills. 


“The envelopes portray a positive health message and . 


are intended to encourage discussion between partners 
about the need for dual protection,” says Janet Schmidt, 
a Public Health Nurse with the Health Unit. 

“The inclusion of a condom in the envelope provides 
the resource needed to begin or continue using protec- 
tion,” Mrs. Schmidt says. 

. She Says that research shows that as couples become 
established in using the pill, use of condoms to protect 
against STD declines. 


“By working together we hope to reach those 20 to 29- 
year-olds who are at risk for STD as well as pregnancy,” 
Mrs. Schmidt says. 

“Doctors offer accurate information and confidential 
advice and therefore are in an excellent position to sup- 
port this campaign. 

“While it is true that condoms are not 100 per cent 
effective, they are the best protection for. people who 
choose to have sexual intercourse,” she says. “When used 


properly, latex condoms reduce the risk of getting a 
SID.” ~ 


Mrs. Schmidt says that STDs not only cause individual 
pain and anguish but pelvic inflammatory disease, infer- 
tility and ectopic pregnancy, all of which are costly to the 
health care system. 

Between January, 1990 and August, 1995 there were 
372 teens between the age of 15 and 19 diagnosed with 
chlamydia, gonorrhoea and syphilis; 725 people between 
20 and 29 were also diagnosed along with 66 people age 
30 to 39. 

As well, there have been 69 reported cases of AIDS and

Norwood - The Norwood and District Youth Centre 
has received an early Christmas present m the form of a 
major federal grant that will allow it to hire ten people 
through the government's Youth Services Canada pro 
gram. 

The Youth Centre, which has recently received na 
tional sancuioning fromthe Boys and Girls Clubot Canada, 
received official confirmation last week of the $100,000 
grant fromthe Human Resources Development Branchot 
Employment and Immigration. s 

The funding will allow them to hire ten people age I 
24 for a 24-week period. 

The people to be hired must be unemployed students 
and cannot be receiving unemployment insurance, ex- 
plained Centre co-ordinator Bob Savidant, who was thnlled 
about the news. 

The Centre and its board of directors had submitted a 
comprehensive seven-page application for the funding 
and were hopeful of receiving a positive response. 

“We hope to promote a stay-in-school philosophy and 
create initiatives for them to go back to school,” Mr 


-Savidant says of the ten people who will help the Centre 


and its burgeoning calendar of wintertime plans. 

One of the incentives is an end-of-program bonus that 
Mr. Savidant hopes they could uSe to start their own 
business or 

continue studies.

Entrepreneurship will certainly be encouraged, Mr. 
Savidant said. ; 

The Centre, he added, will also be providing career 
counselling through Sir Sandford Fleming College at no 
cost to the employees.

There are many benetits tothe Youth Services Program 
Starting with creating employment and putting dollars 
back into the community, Mr. Savidant said 

“It also gives young people a little bit of hope,” he 
added, noting that that was one of the key wsues mentioned 
‘in the Centre's needs assessment report 

“Young people are really uncertain of thei future,” he 
Says. : 

“We want to use this project as a model for young 
people. To show'them that things are possible; they can 
happen.” 

He says that many young people are “disillusioned” 
and some fee! “there isn'ta whole lot to look forward to.”

even toothpaste, is closely 
monitored.

Itisn't 
completely understood why 
the dict works, but some 
children with intractable 
seizures will have their sei- 
zures dramatically reduced. 
Over the next year, 
Bloorview will try the diet 
on ten children who have 
seizures and who have not 
responded to drugs or sur- 
ery.

He reminds people in the community that these’ are the 
“future decision-makers...and they are already making 
decisions.” 

They are also in the process of creating an ex-officio 
board of directors for young people because once the 
Centre 1s incorporated board members will have to be at 
least 18-years-old. 

Currently. Jody Huggins, Krista Spragge and Ben 
Sachse are involved wyh the board. 

The ex-officio board will give youth an opportunity to 
“voice opinions” at the executive level and advise the 
board, Mr. Savidant says. 

Another priority is producing a directory of services 
offered in the area. - 

“We have a lot of things happening here that people are 
not aware of,” Mr, Savidant says. “We have to find a way 
to make people aware of what is going on.”
